"Whether we would levy the tax at all 


or something less than the full amount is 
only a possibility, but this Is one way the 
park district could provide a financial 
base the society mglit otherwise not 
have," Mrs. Shapiro said. 


IJEVENUES FROM a museum la* 


would not be realized for a year after the 
tax is levied, Mrs. Shapiro said, meaning 
that the park district would have to pro- 
vide financial support for the society dur- 
ing the Interim out of its own funds. 


She suggested the possibility of volun- 


teers 
raising 
funds 
that would be 


matched by the park district for the first 
year of operation. 


In discussions of the historical society 


proposal last week, the park board was 
receptive to Mrs. Shapiro's recommen- 
dation that the society be formed by a 
residents' commission appointed by the 
board, she said. One park commissioner 
would serve on the commission to form 
the society and later as a member of its 
board of directors under her plan. 


Mrs. Shapiro said she intends to pre- 


sent the plan to the village Horizons 76 
committee at its meeting April 23. The 
committee is organizing a schedule of ac- 
tivities for celebrating the nation's Bi- 
centennial and the 20th anniversary of 
the village next summer. 


ALONG WITH Comr. Edward Hauscr, 


Mrs Shapiro has been researching the 
idea for the historical society for several 
months with the hope of organizing it in 
time for joint celebration. 


"I'd like them (the Horizons' 76 com- 


mittee) to be aware of the historical 
society because it could be something for 


them to plan programs around," Mrs. 
Shapiro commented. "It's a great im- 
petus for the Bicentennial." 


Several residents have expressed an 


interest in the historical society, Mrs. 
Shapiro said, adding that she hopes to 
involve people of all ages in the project. 


"Tins is something that should be ap- 


pealing to all ages even down to sixth 
graders," she said. "I'd like to see ev- 
eryone in it. With everything else next 
year, this seems like the perfect time for 
it."

Twinbrook 'Walk' plays 
big building-plans role 


In STIRLING MOItlTA 


The Walk for the Y May 3 means the 


dawning of a seven-year dream for many 
area resident* — a building for the Twin- 
brook YMCA 


Pledges from the 15-mile walk, antici- 


pated In draw as many as 3,000 partici- 
pants, will help pay off the $51,000 owed 
on a 15-acro site on Wise Kond just west 
of Itosclie Knad in Schaiimhurg. Once 
the property Is paid for, YMCA officials 
can "concretely" plan for a $200,000 in- 
terim building, said Barry Goldberg, 
walk chairman. 


"Many people have dreamed of this 


YMCA (building) for years and years," 
Goldberg explained. "This walk is the 
beginning of the end — the beginning of 
a Y with n facility and the end of a Y 
without n facility. 


"It is not just another walk, but on 


Important .step In the history of the Twin- 
book YMCA. A lot of people have sup- 
ported the YMCA without getting tan- 
gible benefits, but with the hope of get- 
ting them in the future." 


FOR THE SEVEN years since the 


creation of the YMCA, programs havo 
had to be conducted at other local 
YMCAs and meetings held at community 
or church buildings. "For vears, it has 
been held together by the glue of 
people," Goldberg said. 


The walk Is the first of a three-part 


financial program, Goldberg said. The 
first step is to pay off the loan, the sec- 
ond is to erect the Interim youth center 
and the third to construct a multi-mil- 
lion-dollar facility. 


He added that It was unrealistic to ex- 


pect to construct the final structure right 
away and that once the money from the 
walk pays off the loan, plans for the de- 
sign and engineering of the Interim build- 
ing will start. Officials have tentative 
sketches of the interim building.

12 orphans 
may be ivith 
Goldsteins

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with a Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission. 


Norman and Georgia Goldstein, 1952 


Holbrook Ln., arc scheduled to leave Sai- 
gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines 
spokesman confirmed M o n d a y . The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but the spokesman said 
it is not yet known how many, If any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 
them 


However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my impression that they will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'We have word that they 
have been in touch there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside." 


THE GOLDSTEINS flew to South Viet- 


nam last week hoping to find their 
8-year-old foster child, an orphaned Ame- 
rasian girl, and pledging to bring back 
as many other children as possible. 


The couple was sponsoring the girl, 


named To Oanh, through the Buck Foun- 
dation, although the organization is not 
sponsoring the Goldsteins' current ven- 
ture. 


The Goldsteins left O'Hare Airport last 


Tuesday after receiving pledges of thou- 
sands of dollars from persons hearing of 
their effort. Prospective adoptive par- 
ents, hoping to obtain an orphan, also 
contacted the couple before their depar- 
ture. 


THEIR RETURN flight, which the 


couple feared last week had been put off 
until April 22, was assured for Thursday, 
the Pan Am spokesman said Monday. 


The flight is scheduled to arrive in San 


Francisco late Thursday. American Air- 
lines spokesman Art Jackson said the 
Goldsteins have reservations with Ameri- 
can to arrive in Chicago early Friday.

Union ready 
for railroad 
strike Friday 
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The system has been in operation since 


last January at Elk Grove High School 
and is in the process of being installed at 
Hcrsey and Arlington high schools. 
Though it's operating only on an experi- 
mental basis, Elk Grove High School offi- 
cials report tremendous interest. 


"IN FEBRUARY, 400 students used 


the computer here," said William Jack- 
son, career guidance consultant at Elk 
Grove. "In March, 800 students used it. 
The computer now runs constantly." 


Students with a career Interest can get 


information ranging from salary to job 
requirements. Those who haven't chosen 
a field start by taking a series of tests to 
determine their interests and abilities. 


The computer also is programmed to 


list schools that offer courses necessary 
for a particular career and gives scholar- 
ship information. Jackson said the com- 
puter also can give jobs suitable for 
physically handicapped students. The in- 
formation is fed into the computer which 
then comes out with the suggestions. 


"It allows counseling at a much higher 


level," Jackson said. The students get 
more data than ever before and when 


they do come in to sec their counselor, 
the session is more beneficial," he 
added. 


JACKSON ESTIMATED that the com- 


puter career program, if approved by the 
board of education when evaluated in 
May, would probably cost about $4,000 a 
year per school. "That may sound like a 
lot but it works out to be about $1.25 per 
student," Jackson said. "It's expensive, 
but you can better service the students." 


The schools are tied by phone line into 


the computer bank which is now at a 
Nilcs high school. Data is fed into the 
computer and returned to the school by 
a teletype terminal which the students 
operate. 


"The kids use computers in many 


classes and are used to them, so the opcr- 
atin of the computer hasn't been a prob- 
lem," Jackson said. 


Jackson's initial fear that the system, 


which is available for use by any district 
student, would go unnoticed, was quickly 
eased when the rush of students started 
as soon as the computer was installed 
and word got around. 


"It (the computer) sells itself," he 


said. "I sure haven't had to advertise."

"Well, Ab, some dnys there's good 


news and some days there's bad news." 


That, say aides of U.S. Hep. Abner J. 


Mikva, D-lOlh, was the explanation given 
to Mikva by Illinois Senate Prcs. Cecil 
Partce, D-Chlcago, when the 10th District 
Congressman confronted 
Partce con- 


cerning his plan for redrawing bound- 
aries of Illinois Congressional districts. 


The plan Introduced in the Illinois Sen- 


ate by Partce Saturday is seen by most 
political observers as a deadend for the 
political future of Mikva, who would be 
thrown into the same district as Rep. 
Sidney R. Yatcs, D-9th, one of the "sa- 
fest" Democratic Congressmen in the 
state. 


THOUGH MIKVA Is seen as the chief 


casualty In the event that Partee's re- 
districting plan is approved, most state- 
house observers did not sec the plan as 
directed specifically at removing Mikva 
from Congress, although he is in disfavor 
with Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


Rather, the plan, almost certainly in- 


troduced at the mayor's behest, is seen 
as one to restore two Congressional 
scats, lost in the redistrictlng of 1971, to 
the control of the Chicago Democratic 
machine. 


Despite the heavy Democratic major- 


ities In the state House and Senate, how- 
ever, the Partee plan does not appear 
assured of approval. 


"No Republican senator is going to 


vote for It," declared Sen. John A. Gra- 
ham, R-Darrlngton, assistant minority 
leader in the Senate. "All Mikva needs is 
five Democrats to oppose it." Democrats 
have a 34-to-25 majority In the Senate, 
with 30 votes needs to approve the mea- 
sure. 


MIKVA'S STAFF reported Monday 


that the Congressman had already re- 
ceived firm assurance from Sen. Dawn 
Clark Nctsch, D-Chicago, that she would 
oppose Partee's rcdistricting proposal. 
They said Mikva was contacting "a num- 
ber" of Democratic legislators to ask 
their opposition to the bill. 


The bill also would face stiff opposition

in the House, if approved in the Senate. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokle, who said 


he will oppose the plan, also indicated 
some Democratic Congressmen would 
face opposition in primary elections If 
the map were approved. 


"Once again we have been shown the 


arrogance of the city (Democratic) or- 
ganization," declared Jaffe. Referring to 
the effect of the plan on Mikva's politi- 
cal fortunes, he added, "Every time we 
make a step forward in the suburbs, they 
chop our legs off." He pointed out that 
Mikva's election in the 10th District in 
1974 was the first time a Democrat had 
been sent to Congress from the suburbs 
in "75 or 100 years." 


UNDER PARTEE'S plan, Jaffe would 


be in the district of Rep. Frank An- 
nunzio, D-ChicuRo, and he said, "I have 
not ruled myself out as a candidate" for 
Annunzio's seat. He said solid support 
from the suburbs and the help of liberal 
Democrats in the city could succeed in 
unseating some of the regular organiza- 
tion candidates. 


Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Wllmette, said 


Partee's rcdistricting plan is "not a map 
that commends itself to me." He said, 
however, that any redistrictini; plan that 
clears the Senate may be far different 
than the one introduced by Partee. "We 
must remember," he said, "that the in- 
troduction of a bill In the Senate is not 
the end, but the beginning of the legisla- 
tive process."

Lebanese troops in Beirut suburb 


Lebanese troops In armored cars Monday moved into the Beirut 


suburb where armed clashes between Palestinian guerrillas and 
Lebanese rlghtwlng commandos sparked Lebanon's worst civil 
strife in two je.irs. Estimates of the dead ranged from 22 to 37. The 
warring Palestinian and Lebanese factions used a four-hour cease- 
fire to bury their dead from the fighting Sunday and during the 
night.

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - 
Khmer 


Rouge rebels smashed through Phnom 
Penh's defenses Monday and all but 
scaled the city's fate as the first capital 
to fall to the Communists in the In- 
dochina war. 


Government defenses deteriorated ra- 


pidly on Cambodia's Buddhist New 
Year's Day and Phnom Penh's fall — 
and with It tho fall of Cambodia Itself — 
appeared imminent, perhaps only hours 
away. 


In .a broadcast monitored in Saigon, 


Phnom Penh Radio said Monday night 
Communist-led Insurgents pierced tho 
city's northern defenses and battled to 
within "several hundred" yards of the 
French Embassy in the heart of Phnom 
Penh. 


A government armored squadron head- 


quarters was stationed just north of the 
French embassy, but tho radio report did 
not indicate whether the camp itself was 
attacked.

in any evacuation. Sen. Clifford Case, 
ranking Republican on the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee told reporters 
the panel was working to give President 
Ford "a degree of discretion" In provid- 
ing limited military aid to Saigon. 


• Senate Democratic leader Mike Mans- 


field warned that South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu must make 
nn effort to negotiate with the Commu- 
nists if he expects any more aid from the 
United States. The statement preceded a 
visit by tho Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to the White House, where it 
was invited to discuss the Vietnam situ- 
ation win President Ford. 


Tanjug said Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
was awaiting the fall of the capital and 
that he would return to Phnom Penh 
within days or possibly hours. Sihanouk 
was deposed as Cambodia's chief of state 
in 1970 and has lived in exile in Peking 
since. 


Rebel forces pushed Into deserted 


Pochentong village, between Phnom 
Penh and Pochentong Airport, the city's 
lone supply link to the outside world for 
more than two months. Cambodian news- 
men said they swept behind government 
defenders on the crumbling western de- 
fense line. 


Insurgents set refugee slums afire and 


sent thousands of families fleeing toward 
Phonom Penh, only to be turned back by 
military police at the city limits. 


Rccoilless rifle shells fired by rebels 


less than 500 yards away hit the Univer- 
sity of Phnom Penh faculty of letters 
building, at the western edge of the inner 
capital city, wounding two students. 


A dissident Cambodian air force pilot, 


identified as Lt. Khieu Yossavat, bombed 
— but missed — the high command 
headquarters in downtown Phnom Penh. 


Unconfirmed reports said government 


artillerymen turned their guns toward 
the city and joined rebel forces In heavy 
shelling barrages. 


The government clamped a 24-hour 


curfew on Phnom Penh and threatened 
arrest of civilians and court martial of 
soldiers if they were caught on the 
streets. 


Radio Phnom Penh appealed for calm 


and said U. S. aid would arrive soon by 
parachute, in broadcasts . interspersed 
with music such as "Marching Through 
Georgia" and "Old Folks at Home."

Artillery hits Bien Hoa airbase 
Rebel guns thunder close to Saigon 


SAIGON (UPI) - Communist artillery 


thundered closer to Saigon than ever be- 
fore Monday night, bombarding a former 
American air base where earlier in tho 
day saboteurs blew up South Vietnam's 
biggest ammunition depot. 


The attack with 130mm artillery, the 


biggest and most accurate guns in 
tho North Vietnamese army, came hours 
after saboteurs crept inside tho Ameri- 
can-built Blen Hoa alrbaso 14 miles 
northeast of Saigon and touched off ex- 
plosions that shook the capital itself. 


Military sources said the 20-round ar- 


tillery attack caused light damage to one 
taxlway at the huge airbase, which 
houses the headquarters for the South 
Vietnamese military command. 


It was the first time in the war that the 


long-range 130mm guns had been em- 
ployed in the provinces around Saigon. 


The Soviet-made field pieces are con- 


sidered accurate to within five yards at a 
maximum range of 17 miles and are the 
most feared weapons in the North Viet- 
namese arsenal. 


There was no immediate word on casu- 


alties or overall damage at the Blon Hoa 
bomb depot, which Is the largest air 
force ammunition dump In South Viet- 
nam. 


The massive explosions — four major 


ones that shook Saigon early Tuesday — 
indicated losses were high. 


It was the second major ammunition 


loss for the South Vietnamese armed 
forces in just over 24 hours. 


South Vietnamese forces Monday took 


more territory around Xuan Loc, 38 
miles northeast of Saigon in tho sixth 
day of a battle which may decide the 
fate of the capital itself. 


Field officers said South Vietnamese 


forces had enlarged their defense per- 
imeter around Xuan Loc. But North Viet- 
namese forces still had the devastated 
city surrounded and were still hitting the 
defenders with mortar and artillery fire. 


Xuan Loc is important as a key point on 


one invasion route to the nation's capital 
and its defense a morale boost to a na- 
tion hungry for a victory. The Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese already con- 
trol 19 of South Vietnam's 44 provinces 
and two-thirds of its land area. 


The struggle for Xuan Loc is also vital 


to the defense of Bien Hoa itself. Should 
Xuan Loc fall, Bien Hoa could be next on 
the Communist target list in any prepa- 
rations for an assault on Saigon. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu, seeking 


to calm his frightened and panicky coun- 
try, presented a new 30-man "war cabi- 
net" in ceremonies Monday and vowed 
ho would never surrender. He calls for 
negotiations with the Communists on the 
basis of the 1973 Paris agreements.

Union readies rail strike Friday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A labor lead- 


er representing about 131,000 rail work- 
ers said Monday his union was preparing 
for a nationwide rail strike at 12:01 a.m. 
Friday. 


C. L. Dennis, head of the Chicago- 


based Brotherhood of Railway and Air- 
line Clerks, announced that a strike voto 
was running 83 to 00 per cent In favor of 
a walkout. 


Seven other unions have settled with 


the railroad industry's National Railway 


Labor Conference and tho National Car- 
riers' Conference Committee. 


But Dennis said in a statement from 


Chicago, "By their vote, our members 
have spoken: they have told us they will 
not settle for an inadequate or substan- 
dard agreement simply because other 
unions found it satisfactory." 


Dennis accused tho management ne- 


gotiators of attempting to "drive tho in- 
dustry and its workers back into tho 19th 
Century." 


"We arc today setting in mction the 


steps involved in preparing for u nation- 
wide rail strike at 12:01 a.m. Friday, 
April 18," ho said.

bribery scandal with former Illinois Gov. 
Otto Kerner, will be paroled July 28 after 
serving ono year of a three-year term. 


The U.S. Parole Board Monday grant- 


ed parole to Isaacs, state revenue direc- 
tor from 1961 to 1963 who was tried in the 
race-track case with Kerner on charges 
of mail fraud, conspiracy and income tax 
evasion. 


Ho entered the federal prison at Tcrrc 


Haute, Ind., last July 29, the same day 
Kerner began serving a three-year term 
at Lexington, Ky. Kerner was granted an 
emergency parole in March to undergo 
surgery for lung cancer. 


U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson, who 


prosecuted Kerner and Isaacs in the 1973 
trial, recommended two months ago that 
both men bo released immediately from 
prison. Kerner and Isaacs were con- 
victed on Feb. 19, 1973, of taking race- 
track stock as a bribe while Kerner was 
governor from 1961 to 1966 and helping 
the track owner get rich in return. 


ICC officials ouster sought 


Tho past chairman of a railroad pas- 


sengers' group has called for the im- 
peachment of Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission officials and blamed ICC dally- 
ing for the eventual collapse of the Rock 
Island R.R. 


The ICC catered to the interest of com- 


peting railroads, rather than the public, 
by allowing a petition for a Rock Island- 
Union Pacific merger to flounder for 10 
years, according to Anthony Haswell, 
post chairman of tho Notional Assn. of 
Railroad Passengers.

Medical-aid fraud charged 


James Trainer, Illinois director of pub- 


lic old, said Monday he has referred five 
cases of medical-aid fraud by physicians 
to Cook County State's Atty.

and Kenneth Holmes, 40, of Capron, were 
charged with concealing about $24,000 of 
the assets of C and H Fertilizer Inc., a 
fertilizer 
and farm equipment dis- 


tributorship, in the firm's ruling for 
bankruptcy last May 27. 


The government charged the assets 


were transferred into a trust account 
held by Johnson.

two men were guilty of murder, although 
the policeman was shot accidentally by a 
fellow officer. 


Tho shooting occurred April 1, 1970, 


when Jolict police staked out a liquor 
warehouse. Sgt. James Cronk mistakenly 
shot Del. William Loscheider, who died 
of tho gunshot wounds.

Harper to settle 2nd-campus deal

Harper College' is completing negotia- 


tions witli the Mayo Foundation for a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


Arrangements may be worked out 


within two weeks, paving the way for a 
fall referendum to raise funds to pur- 
chase the site at Palatine and Schocn- 
bcck roads. 


Jack Witkowsky, a Chicago real estate 


consultant representing Mayo, said Mon- 
day, "Subject lo some flexibility on Har- 
per's part, within the next two weeks we 
ought to know whether we've got a deal 
or not." 


The land consists of 140 acres. Harper 


officials have said the college would like 
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to purchase 90 acres, with the remaining 
land divided by the Arlington Heights 
Park District and the village. 


Alternative-education plan 
to continue at Conant High 


An alternative-education program will 


be continued on an experimental basis at 
Conant High School next year, and school 
officials will consider whether to try the 
program in the districl's other four high 
schools. 


The program is for the sludcnt who 


doesn't succeed in a traditional program, 
often is a discipline problem and could 
be a potential dropout. It was first used 
at Conant last fall. The students work on 
assignments individually witli teacher 
Cathy Connor and usually sire trans- 


ferred to the regular high school pro- 
gram once they show success in the al- 
ternative-education classroom. 


The High School Dist. 211 Board of Edu- 


cation gave its approval to continue the 
program at Conant afcr hearing a report 
from Conant officials. The board has re- 
quested a full evaluation report of the 
program next year. 


They also have asked officials in other 


Dist. 211 schools to review the program 
for use at Fremd, Palatinu, Hoffman Es- 
tates and Schaumburg high schools and 
report to the board in May. 


THE .MAYO FOUNDATION, the parent 


organization for the Mayor Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn., received the land 
through a bequest from the former own- 
ers. 


Negotiations have been under way be- 


tween the college and Mayo since De- 
cember,- shortly after the college re- 
ceived approval from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to begin negotia- 
tions for a second site. 


WILLIAM MANN, Harper vice presi- 


dent, said the college last week made an 
offer for the property and added, "The 
ball is back in their (Mayo's) court. We 
are into our third offer to them and 
we're anxious to settle." 


Witkowsky said, "We've been into hard 


negotiations with Harper and we think 
we've narrowed the areas of difference 
between us. We would be giving Harper 
an option to buy subject to their referen- 
dum without asking for any money." 


WITKOWSKY said the Mayo Founda- 


tion has been approached by three pri- 
vate buyers, but said, "It's not true that 
Mayo wants to sell to a private buyer. It 
would much rather see a public use 
made of that land. If we sell to Harper, 
we're going to sell for less than we've 
been offered in the private sector." 


Harper has been pursuing the Arling- 


ton Heights site for more than a year. In 
July, the village board agreed to set 
aside the land on its master plan for edu- 
cation for one year to give the college a 
chance to negotiate with Mayo. 


College officials have said if negotia- 


tions with Mayo arc successful, the col- 
lege probably will hold a referendum in 
the fall. 


College officials have said they plan to 


keep the land vacant until the 1980s when 
college enrollment 
should be large 


enough to justify the second site. 


The college now has more than 16,000 


full-and part-time students at its Pala- 
tine campus, Algonquin and Roselle 
roads, with projections of more than 
24,000 students in 1980.

tion, near Route 53 and the Chicago 
& North Western Ry. commuter 
tracks, will make it an excellent 
spot for sports fans from both Chi- 
cago and the Northwest suburbs. 


A s 
proposed now. 
Madison 


Square Garden Corp. is expected to 
ask the village to issue municipal 
revenue lx>nd.s to pay nil or part of 


the uo>it of building the S2.") million 
•.Indium. These bonds would be paid 
for exclusively out of revenue de- 
rived from the use of the stadium. 


A H e a r o f f i c i a l , Edward 


McCaskcy, also mentioned several 
possible contract conditions 
to 


sweeten 
the 
pot for Arlington 


Heights, .such as a special tax or 
preseason game revenues to go the 
village to help pay for the cost of 
stadium-related activities. 


Local residents will get angry 


about the noi.se and traffic that 
such a facility generates. But one 
way or another, the inevitable de- 
velopment of the Arlington Park 
property is expected to generate 
increased noise and traffic; if the 
stadium is used only for the Bears, 
we believe the problems would be 
limited to weekends primarily. 


At any rate, the village should 


carefully study this proposal; as 
the plans arc unveiled, drawbacks 
may become apparent. At the 
same time, a firm commitment is 
needed from the Chicago Bears to 
make the stadium their home. But 
at this moment, despite the unan- 
swered questions, we're pleased 
with the proposed stadium and we 
believe it can be a welcome neigh- 
bor in the Northwest suburbs. 


Easing drug woes 


If we're going to deal with the 


problems connected with youthful 
drug abuse, it isn't enough to rely 
on traditional methods; it's neces- 
sary to reach out to everyone in- 
volved In Uie process.

It's frightening to realize that 


such a step is necessary to deal 
with all the dimensions of youthful 
drug abuse, but unless we recog- 
nize the full scope of this social 
problem, we are ignoring its pres- 
ence. We encourage programs 
such as FA. and the necessity of it 
should cause all of us to look at our 
own children and consider the dan- 
ger of drug abuse and the com- 
plexities connected with it.

Urges youth center 


Ever since I can remember, there has 


been talk of a youth center. It has been 
tried. I remember 10 years ago a "teen" 
night was set once a week at the Em- 
merich Park building, with dancing, 
ping-pong and other youth activities. At 
first it was successful, then attendance 
began to fall off. Also, adult volunteers 
that helped operate the program became 
scarce. 


St. Mary's Church in Buffalo Grove 


also sponsored a "teen" night and that 
too was at first very successful, but soon 
suffered the same fate as the park teen 
night. 


I think the reason both programs even- 


tually failed was that it was regimented. 
That is, it was a regularly scheduled 
event for only one night a week. The 
teens is a difficult time of life, where 
adjustment from childhood to adulthood 
is fraught with doubt and indecisions and 
lack of direction. Certainly the last thing 
they want to do is be regimented. 


The high schools are providing a varie- 


ty of after-school activities and pro- 
grams. What we need to supplement 
them is a place that young adults can (in 
a sense) call their own. 


I propose that in the revenue bond is- 


sue to buy the golf course a provision be 
made for an addition to the club house 
for young adults only. This would be 
their place open all day until 10 p.m. No 
adults permitted. The "teens" would run 
their own show. They could manage the 
food and beverage concession, with pro- 
ceeds paying wages for those who work 
at the concessions. The profits would be 
used for special programs to be held at 
their discretion. Local civic organizations 
could help donate initial equipment, with 
the village taking over maintenance ex- 
penses. The use of the center would be 
governed by a youth committee. Adult 
participation would be in an advisory ca- 
pacity only. 


What the teens really need is a place 


that they can call their own, with control 
of its use vested in them. There are no 
ice cream parlors, hamburger "joints" 
or any other public informal meeting 
places in Buffalo Grove. It is within our 
ability to provide this program now. 
Whether I become elected or not, at least 
through the President's Round Table I 
will push for this program.

Hernias don't heal selves 


Can n hernia lirnt? 
Not really. Hernias occur when some body part, such ns a loop of 


bnwcl, slips through an opening that is caused by stretched or torn 
ligaments, tendon. 
1* and muscles. 


Tho best example is the inguinal hernia. There is a hole in the 


lower abdominal wall where the cord to tho testicle passes through. 
This hole is well guarded by a complex arrangement of muscles 
and ligaments. 


When these arc overstretched or even torn the hole is not so well 


guarded and becomes enlarged. Then a loop of bowel may slip 
through the opening Into the scrotum along with tho cord. Smaller 
hernias may be under the skin. 


When tho loop of bowel stays Inside the abdomen there is no 


hernia, but tho damaged muscles or stretched opening remain and 
I ho hernia can occur again any time. 


WHEN I'llKSSUKE is Increased inside the abdominal cavity out 


pops the loop of bowel and the hernia occurs. This may occur with 
heavy lifting. A common factor in Increased abdominal pressure is 
too much fat. The buildup of fat deposits may contribute to the 
hernia. 


Now you can decrease the Intra-abdomlnal pressure and in this 


way make it less likely the hernia will recur, but the muscle dam- 
nse Is still there. The only way the damaged muscle around tho 
opening can be corrected is by surgery. 


I believe that obesity has a lot to do with increasing abdominal 


pressure and contributing to the first tear through the muscles, 
causing the hernia. Obesity Is well-known to contribute to hernia of 
the stomach through the diaphragm (hiatal hernia).

Most structures In the body start out as paired organs, kidneys, 


limes and eyes. The heart does too, and sometimes the right and 
left side of the heart simply get reversed. When this occurs, with no 
other defects In the heart or Its connections to the arteries, it has 
ro effect at all on the person's life or health. 


Probably the only person affected Is the doctor. And he may have 


some trouble If he doesn't already know that the heart is on the 
opposite side. When he listens for the heart sounds on the left side 
he may be a bit confused.

They are just there to in- 
sure against some bad break. 


South looks over dummy and counts 11 


top tricks. A 12th will develop if hearts 
break 3-3. Are there any ways to collect 
12 against an uneven break in that suit? 


One way is to draw trumps and duck a 


club to rectify the count for a possible 
squeeze. Then you win the second dia- 
mond in dummy, discard your last dia- 
mond on the club ace, ruff a club, lead 
your last trump and smile happily if it 
turns out that the man with four hearts 
also held five clubs or five diamonds. 


A slightly better play Is to take out 


some heart-spade insurance. You start 
by playing two rounds of trumps. Then 
cash your king of hearts, lead a heart to 
dummy's ace and a third heart back to- 
ward your hand. 


If both opponents follow, you can draw 


the last trump and claim your slam. This 
time East can ruff, but if he does you 
still wrap your slam up. He will have 
used his last trump. Later you will dis- 
card a diamond from dummy on your 
queen of hearts and avoid a diamond los- 
er. 


Of course, if East doesn't ruff you get 


to ruff your fourth heart and make your 
slam that way.

"I would like summer baseball from 


the weather standpoint," Phipps said. 
"If school were open and we operated in 
that atmosphere, then it would be great.

One selling point for summer baseball, 


which might someday make change a fa- 
vorable idea, is the chance for double 
elimination state championships. 


It's single diminution now. One loss 


and you're history. Double elimination 
produces a truer champion. It also tests 
pitching depth. 


H e r e ' s the junction: Arguments 


against the summer game Include some 
kids abandoning jobs (or baseball), 
conches being lost to summer college or 
other employment, control of athletes al- 
ready graduated, loss of extra coaching 
income, pressure from fnntbnll nnd lias- 
kcthall people, the effect mi freshman 
anil sophomore programs plus potential 
damage to American Legion, Connie 
Mack nnd Babe Itulh hnsebnll. 


Then there are these arguments: Kids 


who really love baseball will find the 
time. They'll make It fit between jobs 
and vacations. 


Add lights to some area fields and 


maybe you'll draw 400-600 customers at 
nominal admission. Now you're giving 
the game prestige it deserves. 


Double elimination finals would be an 


improvement and you can bet the 


coaches who love baseball more than 
their paychecks will be around to teach 
the game. 


You're also helping alleviate the tense 


problem of Indoor space during spring's 
miserable weather. It's prrtty tough 
cramming four levels of baseball, boys' 
and girls' track, badminton, girls' soft- 
ball and who knows what else Inside a 
couple gyms. 


Whatever the coaches vote, they're 


still at the mercy of principals who carry 
the final veto or approval power. Chang- 
ing to May-July might be too radical. 


So they should adopt a mid-April to 


mid-June season for starters. Teams 
don't open until then anyhow, then cram 
the entire season into six weeks when 
they could use eight. 


Basically, spring baseball In northern 


Illinois Is a joke. And It can't be much 
fun. Not when snowflakes hide the bases, 
there's mud everyplace and somebody 
wants the gymnasium for a checkers 
tournament. 


Baseball coaches comment 


on scheduling proposals 


The state's Baseball Coaches Asso- 


ciation met last month and discussed 
the problems of playing spring high 
school baseball. 


Quite a few of the coaches wrote 


down comments concerning the pros 
and cons of changing the present 
April through early June schedule to 
a later starting date. Here are some 
of them: 


• Ed Papciak of Lane Tech: The 


kids thnt like baseball will clay when 
it is offered. I could foresee no prob- 
lems in holding power if the season 
were changed. 


• Len Zabroski of Morton East: 


What do the kids want? The kids at 
Morton East were polled and they 
ore against change. 


• Phil Valaika of Addison Trail: 


My principal and athletic director 
want the season to be pushed back. 
The spring scheduling with post- 
ponements and makeups drive my 
A.D. "buggic." Practice facilities for 
indoor workouts arc nearly ridiculous 
what with track, tennis, the girls plus 
park district programs competing for 
space. It's their (principal and A.D.) 
feeling that baseball should start out- 
side when it will be played. It seems 
that we plod through the games in 
the early spring with the cold and 
bad fields. The object is »o win no 
matter what.. not how it's played or 
on what it's played. A.D.'s want 
to get the games in. 


• Jack Kaiser of Oak Park-River 


Forest: The problem is too many 
open dates — not the season. We 


should be allowed to schedule more 
games and play on every good day. 


• Norb Wesolowski of Lake Park: 


I'm against changing. If 'he season 
were changed, we would lose good 
kids to other sports. Pressure by 
football and basketball coaches to 
get ready for their seasons would 
make some good kids not play base- 
ball. 


• Ed Puck of Hinsdalc South: We 


need to spend more money on dia- 
monds and have better maintenance 
of the fields. Games can DC played if 
the fields arc kept up. furfus — a 
drying material — can be bought 
which is very good. I feel the cold 
has no effect on the ball game if the 
field is good. The Cubs and Sox start 
in early April. The kids are thinking 
baseball 
then. Coaches 
in other 


sports envy our summer program 
now. If we changed, our numbers 
would go down and the school boards 
would ask that we be self-supporting. 


• Jim Humay of Whcaton-Warren- 


villc: Provisions can be made that 
will work. The schools will fund sum- 
mer baseball. The underclass pro- 
gram may have to end with the close 
of school in June ... I can't believe 
kids not wanting to play baseball in 
the summer. 


• Ron Czarncck of Rcavis: Some 


of the coaches would not *vnnt to be 
tied to a new schedule. They have 
other jobs and go to school in the 
summer. 


• Ron Mellen of Sandburg: The fi- 


nancial returns will be less if the 
season is changed. Now we get paid 
for both spring and summer. The 
schools would go for less money to 
play coaches. 


• Don Kuehner of Marist: My 


opinion is that you can't stay in the 
game if you can't take the weather. I 
came from coaching in Iowa. You 
have few kids in the summer. Kids 
work and go out of town, et cetera. It 
would be killing the program if we 
went to a summer program. We 
would have conflict with American 
Legion, Babe Ruth, Connie Mack, ct 
cetera. The underclass 
program 


would die and we would lose kids to 
other sports. 


• Mike Pohlman of Bloom: The 


program would not die if there was 
an attraction for the seniors. Lighted 
fields and the crowds they would 
draw would more than outweigh the 
cons. It works in parts of Wiscon- 
sin. 


• Ken Niebrugge of Amos Alonzo 


Stagg: The downstate schools are out 
around June 1st. Wouldn't the state 
tournament be a problem? 


• Dan Humay of Frecport: I think 


you have to ask the question, "How 
would a change of season affect the 
game?" Can you play as well in 
April as you can in May, June and 
July. I don't think you will lose the 
kids. They will make arrangements 
to play. If we went to a May, June, 
July schedule, we could end the sea- 
son with a double elimination tourna- 
ment which would be more equitable.

All but acid 
foods may be 
stored in can 


Dear Dorothy: I did a double take at 


my daughter's home when I saw her 
open a can of tomato sauce, take some of 
it out and then put the can back into the 
refrigerator covered with plastic wrap. I 
was taught to remove the contents of a 
con as quickly as possible and am won- 
dering if I'm this much out of date. I 
also noticed potatoes stored in the refrig- 
erator. That's always been a no-no with 
me, too. Am I also wrong about this? — 
Ruth E. Miller 


You're not at all wrong about the po- 


tatoes. It's much too cold a spot. They 
belong in a cool, dark, dry place. The 
ones refrigerated won't have a pleasant 
taste. As for the canned food bit, any 
food can be left in a can. It's as sterile 
as any other container can be. However, 
it's true that tomatoes or other acid 
foods get a tinny taste and this is why 
it's wise to put them in a different con- 
tainer (like glass) once the can has been 
opened. 


Dear Dorothy: Thought you might be 


interested in what my wife did to keep 
her shoulder bag from slipping off. She 
sewed a strip of that popular flexible fab- 
ric fastener under the collar toward the 
tip of the shoulder (short enough so that 
it doesn't show when the collar is down). 
Then a companion strip was sewed to the 
strap. True, the bag has to be lifted off 
but it's a definite asset in nn attempted 
theft. — Joseph Hughes 


Dear Dorothy: I find that chlorine 


bleach docs a splendid job in taking 
stains off melamine dishes. Just put a 
solution of water and chlorine bleach in a 
pan wide enough to submerge the plates 
or a few cups and keep turnng them until 
they are clean. Then wash them in hot 
soapy water and rinse thoroughly. You'll 
find they look like new. — Frieda Yoder

easel and storage cabinet on casters for painting supplies. 
The balance of the room is carpeted in a honey-colored shag. 


The strongly patterned wallpaper uses shades of wines and 


mnuvcs against a background of carmcls and beiges. The 
roso shades are picked up In the upholstery on the brown 
plastic lovcscat. 


The wall storage units, white-painted with butcher block- 


look fronts provide ample storage space for stereo equip- 
ment, television, decorative accessories and hobby supplies. 


"It's nn area where residents can enjoy music, the arts, a 


good book or television, yet no conflict with each other," Mrs. 
Brown stressed. 


Another of the apartment rooms was created by Jerry Jer- 


rard, A.S.I.D., who has been the exclusive designer for Ar- 
lington Park Race Track facilities. His one-room bachelor's 
studio apartment features dark brown walls and combinations 
of browns and beiges, with gold accents. The elevated dining 
area also serves as a studio or work area. 


Other apartment rooms in the display arc a New England 


kitchen, a penthouse living room, a bicentennial bedroom, a 
country French dining room, a foyer and a teenage boy's 
bedroom. 


The eight designer apartment rooms and seven rooms for 


the larger home arc on display year around ut The American 
Mart, 660 N. Lake Shore Dr., Chicago.

Furniture buyers emphasize 
design, quality in 1975 


by LINDA FISCHER 


The top news for 1975 In the furniture 


industry may be about the consumer 
rather than the manufacturers' new 
product lines. Buyers are becoming more 
sophisticated In their tastes and more se- 
lective with their purchases. 


"The consumer in today's market is 


selective and will demand quality mer- 
chandise at a reasonable price," noted 
Jchn C, VauRhan. vice president of sales 
and marketing for Dunning Industries, 
Inc. "The consumer will look for the de- 
sign and quality the market demands 
onrt If he doesn't find it in his store, he 
will go to another." 


So manufacturers, according to many 


retailers, are emphasizing improvements 
in moderate-to-good lines of furniture 
rather than introducing new lines. 


BHdcs concentrating on finding top 


quality merchandise, consumers are 
mixing and matching styles to get away 
from completely one-toned rooms. 


"Years ago, people assumed every- 


thing had to match — same color wood 
and coordinated fabrics," said Larry 
Heyman, A.S.I.D., interior designer for 
Lynell Furniture In Rolling Meadows. 
"Now they are willing to mix wood tones 
and substances like wood and glass." 


Buyers are also realizing that pieces of 


furniture and accessories from different 
period can harmonize in one room set- 
ting. That oriental coffee table can ho 
used with a Victorian sofa and a modern 
light for a total look that is quite pleas- 
ing. 


Consumers' thoughts about colors are 


altering, too. "There Is more acceptance 
of experimenting with colors, of tryVig 
the more vibrant shades of standard col- 
ors," Heyman said. 


Changes In consumer tastes are oc- 


curring in the floor coverings end of the 
industry as well. Recent years have wit- 
nessed a definite return to patterns and 
designs in carpeting. 


"No longer do people feel carpeting 


has to be plain golds, greens, or blues," 
noted Gil Arosen, manager of the Pcdlan 
Rug Co. store in Arlington Heights. Mul- 
ticolored "short shags" are now popular, 
and ho also cited a strong influx of plaids 
in carpeting. 


The increased desire for design has 


helped the sale of area rugs. Libraries 


and family rooms especially, Arosen 
said, are popular spots for area rugs. 
"People are rK buying rugs to save 
money, but to get that pattern or dcsigl 
they want, whether Oriental or Scandina- 
vian." 


People are more creative with their 


uses of carpeting. What once was put 
only underfoot is now going on the walls. 
Many family rooms have one carpeted 
wall with three paneled cnes. 


Kitchen carpeting is very big, while 


carpeting is also going on patios, bal- 
conies, boats and cars. "One area family 
has even Astroturfed its entire yard — 
no grass!" Arosen said. 


There are some variations occurring in 


carpeting and furniture lines. Manufac- 
turers arc designing multifunctional 
pieces of furniture; a cocktail table 
opens to serve a large crowd, while end 
tables double as storage units for liquor 
or even stereo speakers. 


In carpeting, the big news hi 1975 con- 


cerns wool. In the past few years, this 
fiber was so expensive it was priced out 
of the market. Nylon and other synthet- 
ics came to the foreground. 


Now, with nylon a petroleum-based 


product, its price has jumped while the 
demand for wool has lessened. 


The end result is that several carpet 


mills, which had discontinued wools, in- 
troduced new wool lines this January for 
the first time hi three years. 


In Early American styles, problems 


experienced 
with the availability of 


maple and northern yellow jack pine 
have been eliminated, related Bette 
Strode, owner of Maple Manor in Elgin. 


"There is no longer as much exporting 


of those woods," Mrs. Strode said. Manu- 
facturers, too, are getting delivery times 
back to a more reasonable period, like 
30-90 days instead of six months. 


One of the biggest trends in the furni- 


ture industry today is a turn toward cas- 
ual-looking —sometimes country — mer- 
chandise to reflect simple lifestyles. But 
casual does not necessarily mean sloppy. 


In fact, Heyman feels the style can be 


elegant, yet not formal. "People capture 
the flavor of the country in a city setting 
through the selection of right fabrics, col- 
ors and accessories." 


For example, a sofa with basically 


straight lines that docs not reflect any 


particular period can be teamed with 
rustic tables and accessories. But putting 
a rich linen or velvet fabric on the sofa 
instead of a heavy tweed or plaid gives 
the room an elegant touch. 


One category of furnishings which 


benefits greatly from casual trends are 
metal and wicker furniture. These styles, 
so long used on patios and back yards, 
arc now moving indoors for porches and 
family rooms. 


According to Thomas J. Lyman, vke 


president of The American Mart in Chi- 
cago, "Among the factors contributing-to 
the current rapid growth and popularity 
of this category of home furnishings are 
our Increased informality in living 
styles; the increased amount of leisure 
time available to all; and the easy care 
and versatility of much of the furnishings 
in this category." 


White wicker outfits are quite popular, 


accosting to Irene and Edward Mayer, 
owners of Northwest Metalcraft Studlodn 
Arlington Heights. Director's chairs can 
be found to fit any decor, with the bodies • 
in aluminum, bamboo-look, or wood. - 


Other trends in casual furniture show'_ 


an increased use of aluminum which 
looks like wrought iron, with the advan- 
tage of being rustfree. Fiberglass table 
tops ore also more hi demand. 


Mrs. Mayer felt customers were buy- 


Ing more items for at-home entertaining, 
especially bar units and grills. "People 
don't seem to be going out as much," she 
said. 
; 


•The prices on furniture items have es- 


calated in the past year along with most 
other goods. But dealers in the area felel 
the rise has not been excessive. 
• 


Noted Arosen, today a good qualify, 


long wearing carpet costs $12-S15 a yafd 
in the middle range. Twenty years agora 
good middle range carpet ran about the 
same. "That's unique in the floor cov- 
erings field," he said. 
I 


The people who arc most shocked by 


rising prices are those who are replacing 
items bought 15-20 years ago. People who 
have been looking at merchandise for-a 
while are less dismayed.

"One woman had been looking al;a 


dining room set for two years, waiting 
until she had enough money saved. She 
was surprised it had only gone up $40 in 
that time span," Heyman said.

Spring is the time for freshness and 


bright colors everywhere, Including un- 
derfoot. If your carpet isn't looking as 
bright or smelling as fresh as "all out- 
doors," maybe It needs n thorough clean- 
ing. 


Until recently, heavy scrubbing was 


the basic method used to remove the 
film of dirt caused by greasy dust and 
hoot particles In the air. Now it's possible 
to do-lt-yoursclf easily and conveniently 
with spray rug cleaners. It sprays on in 
minutes and dries ready for vacuuming 
in nbout an hour. There's no bending, 
scrubbing, sponging or rinsing. The 
cleaning solvents In tho foam do the 
work — not you — and leave rugs and 
carpets clean and fresh and the color 
bright again. 


After cleaning here arc some simple 


"do's" and "don'ts" to keep your carpet 
looking beautiful: 


Don't leave crumbs and other surface 


litter on your carpet. Remove tt as often 
as necessary by carpet sweeping or vac- 
uuming 


Do remove embedded dust and soil 


with n thorough oncc-a-wcck vacuuming, 
using long, slow strokes forward and 
b ickward several times. Be sure your 
v.icuum has enough power to do the job,

Don't forget to clean carpets thorough- 


ly several times a year to get rid of the 
dulling, greasy dirt that clings to fibers. 


Do reverse nigs occasionally to dis-

Don't leave accidental spills and spots 


to be cleaned later. Blot liquids Imme- 
diately and scrape solids off the carpet 
with a spoon. 


Do rake shag rugs and other high-pile 


carpets especially in well-traveled areas. 
This lifts up the mattcddown pile. Use 
either a special shag rake or an ordinary 
garden rake vvith rounded teeth. 


Don't sllow carpets or rugs to remain 


In concentrated sunlight for long periods 
of time. Colors, particularly bright ones, 
will fade. 


Do move your furniture, just an Inch 


or two in any direction to avoid per- 
manently crushing the pile in any one 
spot. If the pile has been crushed, re- 
store It by lifting it with a small brush 
and warm water.

Corner imagination with smart ideas 


Once you've placed jour major pieces 


of furniture, what do you do with the left- 
over spaces to make them work for >ou? 
Most of us find It almost Impossible to 
visualize now to make effective use of 
tho odd spaces such as corners, a tech- 
nique that professional interior designers 
seem so adept at handling. 


One of the devices for making these 


blank spots more functional It turning 
them Into areas for specific activities. 
For example, one designer took an 
unused and seemingly unusable corner In 
a family room and turned It Into an area 
for quiet reading or listening to music. 


It was done wllh several simple and 


inexpensive tricks: some minimal car- 
pentry and a rug to define the area nnd 
establish a dramatic color scheme. An 
uncomplicated plyuood construction that 
would easily be n do-lt-yoursclf project 
frames tho window to form a window 
seat and a storage area. Dimensions 


were adjusted to fit perfectly around an 
Inexpensive chest of drawers, elimlnat- 
inc fancy and difficult cabinetry but pro- 
viding the necessary stowaway space for 
records and other miscellany. 


A vividly colored Danish nig Instantly 


established the perimeters of a special 
arc.i Us flowing abstract design in golds 
and reds formed the twsis for the rest of 
the color scheme Tlie walls, scat cushion 
and the extra cube for seating or eating 
were painted In the same warm gold 
hue A clear tomato red tone, picked up 
from the design, runs in n stnpo up the 
wall to create .1 sharp and exciting con- 
trast The bame red was echoed in other 
accessories as well, to tic the scheme to- 
gether. 


The long sluggy nig creates a warm 


and comfortable environment for the cor- 
ner whether it is used for quiet reading 
or a teenagcd rock and rap bcssion. 


Although this area rug was laid 


directly on the floor, the same decorating 


approach can be used even In a room 
with broadloom simply by putting a rug 
over it, where desired, to create a visual 
focal point

"It's a solid trend and will 
continue'to build through the fall sea- 
son and the year to come, he feels. 


"It's helpful to imagine earthtones 


In the broadest sense," the designer 
said, "that is, colors that one associ- 
ates with the earth, with growing 
things." 


Among the new earthtones in the 


manufacturer's lino this season are 
the obvious ones llko taupe, leather, 
suede, hickory, walnut, ivory, bone, 
mocha, rust, bittersweet and fire- 
thorn. 


"But also consider grass .greens 


that arc for removed from colors like 
jade, absinthe and the old poison 
green," the designer said. "The sun 
yellows that have such warmth and 
the rich gold, orange, and red tones 
that you find in a turning leaf will all 
be important as fashion accents for 
the near term. 


"The reason is that people respond 


to warmth. They get enough cool 
brilliance on television," the designer 
said.

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Get your pool in shape early this year 


As warm weather approaches, swim- 


ming pool owners should bo planning 
ahead, to OJUUTO themselves that tlio 
coming months will bo enjoyed with a 
minimum of maintenance problems. Few 
pool owners, however, know as much as 
they should about pool maintenance. Yet 
this knowledge can save time and mon- 
ey, and mnko summer swimming a 
pleasure. 


First, remove any protective winter 


covers from pool and equipment. If pool 
was drained, sweep the Inside and sur- 
rounding areas clean of debris and dirt. 
Then Inspect exposed surfaces to deter- 
mine if any cracking of walls or floor has 
occurred or If pnlntlng or rcflnishing is 
needed. Examine all valves, controls, 
and pipes for obvious deterioration. 


If all seems proper, turn on water to 


fill empty pool. Again examine all ex- 
posed valves, controls, and pipes for 
leakage. Dried packings and gaskets 
may cause minor seepages that will stop 
by themselves as they absorb water and 
expand. If not, tightening with a wrench 
or replacing packing will be necessary. 
If any major leaks arc observed, turn off 
the water and call for professional help. 


Wliltc pool Is filling, check the filtra- 


tion equipment for operational readiness. 
Follow the manufacturer's recommenda- 
tions for oiling and cleaning required pri- 


or to putting your pool filter into oper- 
ation, which can be done as soon as wa- 
ter reaches the filter intake pipe. Start 
up filter as prescribed by the manufac- 
turer. 


When a filter goes into operation In a 


newly-filled pool, the advantages of prop- 
er filtration can bo observed in a spec- 
tacular faslilon. The water, though per- 
fectly fit for drinking, may nt first be 
cloudy and uninviting. As a result, the 
first few filter cycles may bo shorter 
than usual. 


As filtration progresses, the improve- 


ments In clarity and sparkle will be 
amazing. Complete filtration of the pool's 
contents may toko up to 24 hours, de- 
pending on its size and the filter capac- 
ity. Chlorinotlon of the pool water, and 
the addition of other chemicals or nl- 
finccidcs, should be accomplished before 
the pool is used. 


Be sure your pool i* prominently 


marked as to water depth. And then take 
steps to moke everyone, especially the 
youngsters, aware of how deep he may 
go before the water level becomes dan- 
gerous. The simple step of taking a six- 
foot length of wood and marking off on It 
the heights Indicating the same marking 
on water depth will help each child de- 
termine how far he can go. It is surpris- 
ing how often even older children are not 


aware that water four feet deep will 
come up to their chins. 


Depending upon the frequency with 


which the pool is used, the temperature, 
and the efficiency of chlorlnntlon and pH 
control, most pool filters will require 
cleaning at thrce-to 10-day Intervals. Fil- 
ter cycles can be extended by proper 
care of the pool. 


Frequent hand skimming, If an auto- 


matic skimmer is not installed, and vac- 
uuming will case filter load, and careful 
control of algae by chemical treatment 
will cut operating expenses. 


Filter should be run so that the pool 


water is completely filtered every 18 to 
24 hours.

air conditioner sound problems, ARI has 
these tips: 


Before Installation 
Check your local building permit office 


or noise control office to sec if your area 
has a sound level ordinance covering air 
conditioners. 


If the sound level of your unit must 


meet a local code, moke sure this is writ- 
ten into your agreement with your in- 
stalling contractor or builder. 


Whether or not local ordinances regu- 


late air conditioner sound levels, specify 
in your agreement with your contractor 
or builder that sound-rated equipment be 
installed for minimum sound, using 
ARI's sound control application tech- 
niques. You could, in addition, ask for a 
written prediction of the sound level of 
the unit on your property line before it is 
installed — your contractor can do this 
by following the ARI sound prediction 
formula. 


After Installation 
Little can be done to lower the sound 


level of the equipment after it Is in- 
stalled. What little can be done is usually 
costly and less effective than if sound 
control had been considered before in- 
stallation. 


Although it will cost you money, mov- 


ing the unit to a new location could solve 
n serious sound control problem, and you 
may consider the money well spent. 
Moving the unit is a Job for an experi- 
enced contractor: new and usually long- 
er refrigerant lines must be installed, 
and a new concrete pod must be poured 
for the unit. In addition, the overall effi- 
ciency of your air-conditioning system 
may be reduced. Don't undertake such a 


step unless you and your contractor feel 
sure of the results. 


Consider building a sound barrier such 


as a solid fence or masonry wall to re- 
duce the sound reaching your property 
line. The barrier will have to be over five 
feet — preferably six feet high, and 
should be installed as close to the unit as 
possible without interfering with the air 
flow which dissipates the heat from your 
house.

Mem- 
bers of the Council arc contractors who 
subscribe to the Council's Code of Ethics 
and advertising guidelines and in many 
cases belong to the local Better Business 
Bureau.

While most contractors arc ethical, 


qualified businessmen, there arc always 
exceptions, just as in every business. 
These exceptions arc likely to be among 
the Itinerant contractors who call at the 
door and try to sell on improvement job 
on the spot, or a higliprcssure, telephone 
salesman. 


It's good practice to check out all solic- 


itors with the Better Business Bureau. A 
banker, savings and loan association, 
lumber dealer and local real estate bro- 
kers arc also good sources of information 
on reliable contractors. 


Another good practice, after you have

When you sign, keep in mind that you

Be sure 
the contract has the following provisions: 


It states that the contractor will pro- 


vide both labor and materials. 


The contractor agrees to maintain re- 


quired insurance coverage, including 
workman's compensation. 


Starting and completion dates are 


stated. 


Plans and specifications are made a 


part of the contract, and substitutions 
cannot be made except by mutual agree- 
ment. 


Complete cleanup and removal of all 


waste material is specified. 


Work is guaranteed for a standard pe- 


riod, usually ono year. 


Payment is scheduled upon satisfac- 


tory completion of the work or in in- 
stallments that match the progress of the 
work, with an amount, usually 10 per 
cent, withheld pending final approval of 
the job by the owner. 


The contractor agrees to secure all 


necessary permits. 


Your consent is required for any ad- 


vertising or promotion of your job by the 
contractor.

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Checklist for insulating your attic 


Most homeowners know that Insulating 


the attic Is a project even the unhandiest 
of handymen can accomplish In an after* 
noon, armed with a tape measure, some 
balls of six-Inch fiber gloss Insulation, a 
largo brcadknlfo, and the sure knowledge 
that Ua Mating and cooling savings will 
bo great. But, one manufacturer reports 
that today's homeowner often has ques- 
tions about tho project when he encoun- 
ters attic obstructions, exposed wiring, 
enclosed lighting fixtures and the like. 


To help answer some of these "what- 


do-I-do-now" queries, they've developed 
a baker's dozen insulating checklist ... 
ono which even the professional in- 
sulators often use to make sure the Job is 
completed effectively and correctly: 


If your attic is to be used for storage, 


rather than living space, don't insulate 
tho rafters overhead ... insulate tho at- 
tic floor. It's expensive to heat on attic 
that's never used. 


Use six inches of fiber glass insulation 


with a vapor barrier (cither kraftpapcr 


MORE THAN $2 billion is expected 
to b* ipent this year by homeowners 
on add-a-room project!.

age cost of $2,400, it's still cheaper 
than moving. 


or foil faced) when insulating an uninsu- 
lated attic. The vapor barrier faces 
down, right on top of the ceiling mate- 
rial. 


If your attic already has some in- 


sulation use unfaced Insulation. The 
cosiest product to handle Is rigid-fit 
"batts" — insulation pro-cut to 48" 
lengths. This material comes in 15" and 
23" widths to fit snugly between the floor 
Joists. When adding insulation with va- 
por-barrier to existing insulation (assum- 
ing you can't find unfaced insulation) 
slosh the vapor barrier on the new in- 
sulation batts and install the slashed bar- 
rier face down. Do not remove the old 
insulation... it all helps. 


Stuff insulation snuggly around all 


vents and pipes which pass from the liv- 
ing areas, through the celling into or 
through the attic. These often overlooked 
areas around chimneys and exhaust fan 
vents, are "heat leaks." 


Don't insulate over built-in ceiling 


lighting enclosures. These often require a 
vertical heat release to avoid over- 
heating, "burn out" or electrical shorts. 


Don't ignore floor areas under attic 


walkways. Often, the batts of insulation 
can be pushed or pulled through these 
openings between the flooring and the 
celling below it by using an Iron garden 
rake. 


Where possible, place batts of In- 


sulation under attic wiring. That way, 
you can always locate the wiring easily 
in the future. 


Wherever there ore "X" members or 


other cross members between- the joists, 
cut tho insulation to fit underneath or 
around them. For "X" members, cut the 
insulation at 90 degree angles. In cither, 
case snugly butt the ends of each batt 
... to prevent heat leaks. 


Insulate tho attic access panel by 


stapling pieces of fiber glass insulation, 
cut to the same dimensions, into the top 
face of the panel. 


Be sure to leave attic vents open dur- 


ing the winter. Properly insulated with 5 
inches of fiber glass Insulation, the living 
area will have little heat loss, and proper 
ventilation will keep the moisture level 
low in the attic. 


If you're converting unused attic space 


to living area, Insulate only that area 
which is to bo heated. Insulate across 
collar beams (the new ceiling level), 
down rafters and vertical knee wblls, 
then horizontally out to the eaves. Make 
sure there is some space between roof 
sheathing overhead and the outer face of 
the insulation if cave vents exist, to as- 
sure proper ventilation. 


Open Insulation bundles only when and 


where you plan to use them. You'll find 
they mushroom to more than four times 
the original package size. 


Use leftover scraps to wrap hot water 


pipes or heat ducts or stuff them in open- 
Ings under drafty kitchen cabinets.

many banks and savings Institutions. 


Conventional loans: Interest rates on 


conventional, unsecured loans vary, but 
usually range from 10'j to 124 per cent. 


Contractor loans: These differ from 


the conventional loan only In that tho 
contractor arranges the loan. It will cost 
more, but the convenience may be worth 
it. 


Bank-based credit card: Although not 


recommended for larger projects, It is 
possible to charge homo Improvements 
projects to a bank-based credit cord for 
up to 18 per cent Interest per year. 


Finance company loans: If the home- 


owner's credit la marginal or Is noto- 
riously "slow pay," he may find it easier 
to secure a loon through a finance com- 
pany.

A three-day Indian powwow planned as 


a Bicentennial celebration this summer 
in Dw Plalne* has been moved to Wheel- 
Ing. 


Members of the Mascoutin Society of 


Chlcagoland. Inc., uliich pl.mncd to pre- 
sent the ceremonial three-day festivity at 
Maine West High School, met Saturday 
and decided the restrictions to be placed 
on their use of the high .sclmil in con- 
nection uith the event were not accept- 
able. 


A spokesman for the Mascoutlns said 


Monday the contract proposed by the city 
and the high school was turned down 
flatly after It was reviewed. The spokes- 
man said the powwow, which has been 
conducted the past two years at Camp 
Dan Beard near Wheeling, will be sched- 
uled again at that location rather than 
DCS Plaines. 


TIIH SPOKESMAN said the Mascou- 


tins will offer the city a one-day powwow 
that will be a much scaled-down event 


Chief Hintz asks 
for ouster of 
3 police rookies

Police Chief Arthur Hintz of DCS 


Plaines has filed charges against three 
rookie police officers asking for their dis- 
missal from the department 


Hintz said Monday the charges, filed 


Friday, were based on a review of the 
records of officers Alan J. Anderson, 
Philip M. Hcnncssy and Kathleen L. 
Miller. Each has been on the force less 
than ono year. 


Hintz said evaluation sheets of the 


three officers showed their performances 
were "not up lo par" and based on this 
tho chief recommended that the three be 
dismissed. The officers, as all ncwly-ap- 
pointcd patrolmen, serve a onc-jear pro- 
bation period during which their per- 
formance is reviewed and evaluated, 
Hintz said. 


THE CHIEF would not specify the 


charges against the three, but Patrolman 
Honald Dlehl. vice president of the DCS 
Plaines chapter of the Combined Coun- 
ties Pollco Assn., said 10 charges of In- 
competency were filed agdinst each offi- 
cer. 


Tho DCS Plaines Board of Fire and Po- 


lice Commissioners will conduct a hear- 
ing on the charges at 7:30 p m. Wednes- 
day lo the Civic Center. The three police 
officers will bo represented at the hear- 
ing by Arthur Locvy, CCPA attorney who 
also is Involved In police contract nego- 
tiations. 


Diohl said Locvy will meet with the 


three officers today to discuss llm 
charges. He said the charges came as a 
surprise lo Ihe officers and CCPA officials 
and as of Monday they had not hod a 
chance to review or discuss the charges 
with tho attorney. 


Hcnncssy, who along with Anderson 


And Mrs. Miller, joined the force In May 
1974, said he did not want to comment on 
Ihe matter because he had not discussed 
tho charges with Locvy. Anderson and 
Mrs. Miller could not be reached for com- 
ment. 


Hintz said nil probationary officers arc 


reviewed during tho course of their ten- 
ure and a decision on whether to accept 
or reject them for permanent status 


must be made before the end of that one- 
year probation. 


THE IIOAIll) of fire and police com- 


missioners has the sole power to dismiss 
police officers upon recommendation fol- 
lowing a hearing on the written charges, 
Hintz said. 


Dichl said there is a 
possibility 


Wednesday's hearing may be continued 
to allow the officers and their attorney 
moro time to review the charges. Dichl 
said he could not recall a similar case in 
recent years and said that in the past a 
police officer recommended for dismissal 
usually has resigned without facing a 
hearing.

force last May. Mrs. Miller was one of 
three of the department's first women 
hired lo servo as patrol officers.

The Des Plaines Park District board 


tonight will discuss a proposed lease 
agreement with the Chicago and North 
Wetsern Ry. for 30 acres of virgin prairie 
south of Northwest Highway and north 
of North Avenue. 


The railroad has proposed to lease the 


land to the park district for SI if the dis- 
trict agrees to enclose the land with an 
eight-foot chain-link fence and lockable 
gate. 


Robert Kunkel, director of parks and 


recreation, said estimated cost of the 
fencing is $33,100 with an additional 
$5,000 estimate to clean up the area for 
park use. 


DAVID WOLF, chairman of the Bicen- 


tennial Commission, will attend the 
meeting to ask that the board approve 
the lease agreement. The commission is 
applying for a federal grant to provide 
matching funds for the project which will 
be used to help develop the land Into a 
park area. 


Wolf said the money is available under 


a program that provides funds for proj- 
ects designed to prescve the environ- 
ment. Tho commission has designated 


the prairie patch preservation as one of 
its heritage projects. 


The park district also has discussed 


the possibility of gaining access to the 
p a t c h through property owned by 
Wieboldt Stores Inc. Kunkel said the 
company seems receptive to a plan to 
allow a pedestrian crossing to be built on 
its land between the prairie and Secger 
Road. 


Kunkel said he discussed the matter 


with a representative from Wieboldt who 
must now discuss the proposal with com- 
pany officials. 


Park board members have expressed 


concern over the railroad's 30-day can- 
cellation clause in the lease agreement. 
The clause allows either the railroad or 
the park district to cancel the agreement 
at any time providing the canceling par- 
ty gives the other 30 days notice. 


Kunkel said board members are 


uneasy about investing so much money 
to fence in the land with the threat that 
the agreement could be canceled on such 
short notice.

Witkowsky said, "We've been into hard 


negotiations with Harper and we think 
we've narrowed the areas of difference 
between us. We would be giving Harper 
an option to buy subject to their referen- 
dum without asking for any money."

vate buyers, but said, "It's not true that 
Mayo wants to sell to a private buyer.

which the report was prepared, noting 
that supervisors were asked to review 
employe statements. 


"If I am going to have to write some- 


thing find I'm going to write something 
critical and my boss is going to see it, 
maybe that blows the whole thing wide 
open," he said. 


LaFlamme said this method allows tho 


employe some input into the report. "I 
don't think we got any bad information 
that way," he said.

The new Jeffery Avenue bridge in 


Wheeling could be open to traffic in two 
weeks, a construction firm official said 
Monday. 


"The concrete work will be finished 


tlu's week," said William McManamon, 
vice president of Di-Paolo Co., Niles. 


The old bridge was replaced with a 


precast concrete structure because the 
bridge's center support caught debris 
that floated down the Wheeling Drainage 
Ditch and created flooding problems. 


In addition to the bridge work, the 


ditch will be widened and there will be 
bank reconstruction and beautlfication. 
McManamon said the landscaping work 
will begin as soon as the bridge is com- 
pleted. 


THE CHANNEL widening may not 


s t a r t for several weeks, 
however. 


McMar.nrr.on said the widening, which is 
being done by a subcontractor, will not 
begin until the water level in the creek 
recedes. 


"There is too much water in there 


now," he said, adding the depth is be- 
tween three and four feet. The water 
should be shallow enough to permit a 
worker to stand in the water comfort- 
ably, he said. 


As a "wild guess," McManamon pick-

Code violations must be corrected by May 
Donovan's may lose liquor license 


Donovan's Family Pub, 393 S. Mil- 


waukee Avc., Wheeling, is In danger of 
losing its liquor license unless a scries of 
minor code violations Is corrected by 
May 1. 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, 'who 


serves as liquor commissioner, said he 
will refuse to renew the pub's license un- 
less all of the code violations arc cor- 
rected, and called for an inspection of 
the pub April 23. 


Scanlon announced his intentions at a 


special liquor commissioners' meeting 


Monday night, which was called after 
Scanlon refused to automatically renew 
the liquor license. The village president 
said his decision not to renew the license 
was a combination of the fact that Dono- 
van's Is bringing in a new manager and 
has not corrected all code violations. 


ROBERT SHERIDAN, general man- 


ager of Donovan's, said he Is trying to 
bring In Donald Lally as manager of the 
pub, because the manager listed on the 
liquor license Is no longer with Dono- 
van's. With the change of managers, 
Donovan's name would change to The 


Roadhouse and both Lally's and Shed- 
can's names would appear on the liquor 
license, if approved. 


Sheridan said there would be no prob- 


lem In correcting these violations before 
the April 23 Inspection. "You're not talk- 
Ing about any major changes," he said. 


The list of code violations Includes 


what Scanlon called "a lot of little 
things." The list Includes unnecessary 
extension cords, failure to replace bulbs 
in exit signs,'improper tagging of fire 
extinguishers and problems with the 
front door. 


Alleged health-code violations include 


the method of washing glasses, no ther- 
mostats in the refrigerators, and failure 
to use plastic garbage bags. 


Scanlon also called for the permanent 


sealing off of the upstairs portion of the 
pub so patrons could not wander Into 
that part of the building. 


Noting a variety of major improve- 


ments in Donovan's since it opened 16 
months ago, Sheridan said "There's a lot 
more that has to be done but we've made 
an effort. We've done nothing but im- 
prove It and we will continue to do so." 


Group to leave Saigon Thursday 
Goldsteins may bring dozen orphans

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with a Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission.

Holbrook Ln., arc scheduled to leave Sai- 
gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines 
spokesman confirmed Monday. The

children may be aboard tho flight with 
them. 


However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my impression that they will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of tho Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'Wo have word that they

Monday the contract proposed by the city 
and the high school was turned down 
flatly after it was reviewed. The spokes- 
man said the powwow, which has been 
conducted the past two years at Camp 
Dan Beard near Wheeling, will be sched- 
uled again at that location rather than 
DCS Plalncs. 


THE SPOKESMAN said the Mascou- 


tins will offer the city a one-day powwow 
that will be a much scaled-down event 
from the original proposal. The revised 
event would bo about one-third the size 
of the original plan, attracting only about 
200 participants rather than 800 to 1,000. 


David Wolf, chairman of the Bicenten- 


nial Commission, said he was unaware of 
the Mascoutlns* decision and upset by it. 


"I'm very disappointed at the turn of 


events," Wolf said Monday. "If everyone 
had pitched in and cooperated it could 
have been a success. We could have 
learned so much by understanding and 
observing another segment of our cul- 
ture." 


Wolf said he has not given up on hav- 


ing some type of presentation from the 
Mnscoutins this summer. "I'm not will- 
ing to say that all Is lost and I'll still 
work on It." 


Wolf said the restrictions Imposed on 


the Mascoutins by officials from High 
School Dist. 207 were the deciding factor 
In the decision to turn down the contract. 
Ho cited the reduction In the proposed 
number of campers to be allowed on the 
grounds reduced from 800 to 300 as a sig- 
nificant factor in the Mascoulins' deci- 
sion. 


Richard Short, superintendent of Dist. 


207, said Monday the high school was con 
ccrnud about who would be responsible 
for its building during the powwow.

The couple's efforts could be among 


the last attempting to evacuate children 
from the embattled country as Army 
spokesman in San Francisco announced 
Monday the end to "Operation Babylift." 


"They are closing up shop," the 


spokesman said. "We have no word of 
more flights." 


A total 980 Vietnamese children were 


processed in the evacuation, but critics 
of the airlift program were charging 
Monday that some of the children were 
not orphans but members of wealthy 
Vietnamese families who bribed officials 
to get their children out of the country. •

$5,000 budgeted 
for Civil Defense 
warning system 


Buffalo Grove trustees Monday night 


hashed oicr budget figures, making sub- 
stantial revisions in the village's Civil 
Defense, water works and sewerage 
funds. 


81.8 million fuel 
lax funds sel 
for road work 


The Cook County Board has allocated 


$1.8 million In motor fuel tax funds for 
Improvement of Arlington Heights Road 
In Buffalo Grove. 


The road will be reconstructed and 


widened from two to four lanes between 
Lake-Cook and Dundee roads. The proj- 
ect Includes curb, and gutter installation, 
said Louis Quintan, a highway depart- 
ment engineer. 


He said work will begin late next year 


or early In 1077, about the same time 
Improvement;! arc to begin on the north- 
ern section of Arlington Heights Hoacl 
from Lake-Cook Road to III Rtc. 53, a 
separate project being financed mostly 
with federal funds. 


The southern section was resurfaced 


two years ago but Quinlan said the Im- 
provement wa* temporary and increas- 
ing traffic volumes necessitate further 
Improvement. "It was a flexible type 
pavement constructed jointly by the vil- 
lage and county," he said. "The traffic 
now requires It be widened to four 
Janes." 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson welcomed 


the move, saying an Improved Arlington 
Heights Road will aid traffic flow from 
Lake-Cook Road and Rtc. 3.1, also sched- 
uled for improvements. 


Larson said the Cook County improve- 


ment will not cost the village any money. 
Buffalo Grove however, must finance 10 
per cent, or about $100,000 toward the 
cast of Improvements by Lake County on 
the northern section of Arlington Heights 
Road. 


A budgeted $22,123, was increased to 


$27,600 for Civil Defense purposes after 
CD director Paul Soucy requested funds 
for the purchase and installation of an 
emergency-warning system with moni- 
toring equipment and radios. 


The equipment will meet specifications 


suggested by the state Civil Defense, but 
most of the equipment can also be used 
by other village departments such as fire 
and public works. 


Money also will be used for emergency

Establish priorities for Wheeling 
Special panel set to study changes 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A special steering committee apparent- 


ly will be set up by the Wheeling Village 
Board to implement a consultant's report 
that called for several structural changes 
in village government. 


Board members Monday night in- 


dicated that a steering committee is 
needed to establish priorities on tho vari- 
ous proposals in tho consultant's report. 
The trustees, however, delayed any ac- 
tion on the report, noting that the village 
election is today. They said a new board 
will soon take office and should be 
allowed to moke decisions on this mat- 
ter. 


The report, prepared by Yargcr and 


Associates, was ordered by village offi- 
cials last fall following the indictment of 
six present and former Wheeling and 
county officials in a builder shakedown 


scandal. Four of the six have pleaded 
guilty and two are awaiting trial. 


THE REPORT recommends the crea- 


tion of n finance department to replace 
the present fragmented system. It also 
recommends the creation of n commu- 
nity development department, which 
would concentrate on zoning and plan- 
ning, areas now handled directly by the 
village manager. 


"One of our major problems is lack of 


funds to implement these programs," 
said Trustee Ron Bruhn. He said that tho 
steering committee recommended by the 
consultants would allow the village to set 
priorities. 


Trustee Albert Lang questioned whether 


the 
steering 
committee 
should' be 


made up of village officials or private 
citizens. Consultant Jack LaFlamme, 
who prepared the report, said the com- 


mittee could bo effective only if com- 
posed of government officials. 


"I don't see how an outside committee 


would really do it," La Flamme said, 
noting that only people knowledgeable 
about the village could evaluate such 
things as village structure. "I think 
we've got an outside point of view in the 
report. Now we have to implement it." 


LaFLAMME SUGGESTED that the 


committee include the village president 
and the village manager, and then be ex- 
panded to include a set number of 
trustees. He said that the smaller the 
committee, the more efficient it would 
bo. 


Lang also questioned the manner in 


which the report was prepared, noting 
that supervisors were asked to review 
employe statements. 


"If I am going to have to write some- 


thing and I'm going to write something 
critical and my boss is going to see it, 
maybe that blows the whole thing wide 
open," he said. 


LaFlamme said this method allows the 


employe some input into the report. "I 
don't think we got any bad information 
that way," he said. 


THE BOARD ALSO directed Village 


Mgr. George Passolt to schedule weekly 
staff meetings as recommended In the 
consultant's report. Bruhn said these 
meetings might be scheduled Tuesday 
mornings following board meetings and 
be used to set village policy. 


"I'd like to do that. I think it is a good 


idea," Passolt said. 


Passolt said it will be up to Village 


Pres. Ted C. Scanlon to appoint the 
steering committee. Scanlon was absent 
from the meeting. 


Camp Dan Beard to get Des Plaines 'powwow' 


A three-day Indian powwow planned ns 


a Bicentennial celebration tills summer 
in Des Plaines has been moved to Wheel- 
ing. 


Members of the Mascoutin Society of 


Clileagoland, Inc., which planned to pre- 
sent the ceremonial three-day festivity at 
Maine West High School, met Saturday 
and decided the restrictions to be placed 
on their use of tho high school in con- 
nection with the event were not accept- 
able. 


A spokesman for the Mascoutins said 


Monday the contract proposed by the city 
and the high school was turned down 
flatly after it was reviewed. The spokes- 
man said the powwow, which has been 
conducted the past two years at Camp 
Dan Beard rear Wheeling, will be sched- 
uled again at that location rather than 
Des Plalncs. 


THE SPOKESMAN said the Mascou- 


tins will offer the city a one-day powwow 
that will be a much scaled-down event 
from the original proposal. The revised 
event would be about one-third the size 
of the original plan, attracting only about 
200 participants rather than 800 to 1,000. 


David Wolf, chairman of the Biconten-

nlal Commission, said he was unaware of 
the Mascoutins' decision and upset by It. 


"I'm very disappointed at the turn of 


events," Wolf said Monday. "If everyone 
had pitched in and cooperated it could 
have been a success.

Wolf said he has not given up on hav-

Richard Short, superintendent of Dist. 


207, said Monday the high school was con 
cerned about who would be responsible 
for its building during the powwow. He 
said the agreement worked out In con- 
junction with the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion and the Mascoutins was not the 
same one presented to the city council 
last week. 


Short said James Coburn, Maine West 


principal, rewrote the contract In the 
terms school officials felt were discussed 
at meetings between city and Mascoutin 
officials. 


"Until such time that the school dis- 


trict is convinced that the parties respon- 
sible for the powwow have made all he 
adequate provisions, wo don't see any 
basis for an agreement," Short said. He 
said that what was proposed to the Mas- 
coutins was normal building-use policy. 


"The school district is interested in 


whatever is good for the community, but 


whether our outdoor facilities are the 
best place for an overnight camp is 
something else," Short said. 


Short said the contract is being re- 


viewed by the school district's attorney 
and no action is expected before a report 
from the attorney Is completed. 


"Wo are as interested or more inter- 


ested in good learning," Short said, "but 
we have to be concerned about public 
facilities. The buildings belong to the pub- 
lic and the superintendent and the board 
have to act as their supervisors." 


Plan office building al Ranch Mart

The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but the spokesman said 
it Is not yet known how many, if any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 


them. 
• However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 
for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my impression that they will be 


returning shortly with . about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'We have word that they 
have been in touch there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside."

nam last week hoping to find their

Single homes alive and well 


The day of the single-family home Is not over in Schaumburg. 
Within the month, village officials will be asked to consider revisions in 


the Country Lane project making the development predominantly single- 
family homes, said Joseph Ash, an attorney, for G-S Builders, Arlington 
Heights. It will be built on 60 acres just south of the Lancer Park subdlvi. 
slon. 


Proposed last'June as a 928-unit complex consisting of 11- and 7-story 


condominium apartment buildings and lownhouscs, the project, consid- 
ered one of the most controversial in the history of the community, drew 
a roar from homeowners living in adjacent areas. The builder later 
agreed to limit buildings to a maximum of six stories, though citizens 
continued their objections, with many later joining Schaumburg Citizens 
for Planned Progress, a new political party opposed to dense devel- 
opment near single-family neighborhoods.

Flashing red tights arc being installed 


at the accident-plagued intersection of 
Wllkc Road and Euclid Avenue. 


The overhead four-way signals will he 


used to alert motorists of the problem 
corner, said Allen J. Sander, Arlington 
Heights village engineer. 


"We've had a problem there for some 


time and It's teen getting worse. The 
new lights will give people some advance 
warning of the stop signs." Sander said. 


Police records indicate there have 


been at least 2.1 accidents at the inter- 
section In the past nine months. Including 
six between Jan. I and March 23. 


ALTHOLT.il VILLAGE and police offi- 


cials have said the intersection qualifies 
for a complete Iraffic-tignal system, one 
is not planned at leant for another year. 
The state-installed flashing lights will 
provide some relief until then. Sander 
said. 


The intersection Ls probably the busiest 


In the village without signals. Sanders 
said of the four-way stop sign-controlled 
crossing. "The traffic count alone quali- 
fies it for controls." he said earlier. 


He »ald the flashing signals should 


alert motorists earlier to the crossing. 


Police said the higher speed limits in

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with n Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission. 


Norman and Georgia Goldstein, 1952 


Holbrook Ln., arc scheduled to leave Sai- 
gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines 
spokesman confirmed M o n d a y . The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but the spokesman said 
it is not yet known how many, If any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 
them. 


However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to- bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my Impression that they will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'We have word that they 
have been in touch there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside." 


THE GOLDSTEINS flew to South Viet- 


nam last week hoping to find their 
8-year-old foster child, an orphaned Ame- 
rasian girl, and pledging to bring back 
as many other children as possible.

Harper College is completing negotia- 


tions with (he Mayo Foundation for a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


Arrangements may be worked out 


within two weeks, paving the way for a 
fall referendum to raise funds to pur- 
chase the site at Palatine and Schocn- 
beck roads. 


Jack Witkowsky, a Chicago real estate 


consultant representing Mayo, said Mon- 
day, "Subject to some flexibility on Har- 
per's part, within the next two weeks we 
ought to know whether we've got a deal 
or not." 


The land consists of 140 acres. Harper 


officials have said the college would like 


to purchase 90 acres, with the remaining 
land divided by the Arlington Heights 
Park District and the village. 


THE MAYO FOUNDATION, the parent 


organization for the Mayor Clinic in 
Rochester. Minn., received the land 
through a bequest from the former own- 
ers. 


Negotiations have been under way be- 


tween the college and Mayo'since De- 
cember, shortly after the college re- 
ceived approval from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to begin negotia- 
tions for a second site. 


WILLIAM MANN. Harper vice presi- 


dent, said the college last week made an 
offer for the property and added, "The 
ball is back in their (Mayo's) court. We 
are into our third offer to them and 
we're anxious to settle."

negotiations with Harper and we think 
we've narrowed the areas of difference 
between us. We would be giving Harper 
an option to buy subject to their referen- 
dum without asking for any money." 


WITKOWSKY said the Mayo Founda- 


tion has been approached by three pri- 
vate buyers, but said, "It's not true that 
Mayo wants to sell to a private buyer. It 
would much rather see a public use 
made of that land. If we sell to Harper, 
we're going to sell for less than we've 
been offered in the private sector." 


Harper has been pursuing the Arling- 


ton Heights site for more than a year. In 
July, the village board agreed to set 
aside the land on its master plan for edu- 
cation for one year to give the college a 
chance to negotiate with Mayo. 


College officials have said if negotia- 


tions with Mayo are successful, the col- 
lege probably will hold a referendum in 
the fall. 


College officials have said they plan to 


keep the land vacant until the 1930s when 
college enrollment 
should be large 


enough to justify the second site. 


The college now has more than 16,000 


full-and part-time students at its Pala- 
tine campus, Algonquin and Roselle 
roads, with projections of more than 
24,000 students in 1980.

MOST OF THE 19 summer jobs at the 


village arc as laborers in the public 
works department. Six are part-time 
crossing guard posts. There also is a 
draftsman position and one surveying 
crew opening to be filled, Ford said. 


He said persons who worked for the 


village last summer will be given prefer- 
ence. He said he expected nine to return 
this year, more than in the past. 


Last year there were about 40 appli- 


cations for the jobs, which pay $3 an 
hour, Ford said. 


At the park district, Ronald Dodd, rec- 


reation director, said applications were 
up "slightly" from last year for the 150 
openings in the recreational staffs.

Computers 'program9future 
for high school students 


by HOB GALLAS 


The futures of many High School Dist. 


214 students arc "computerized" now, 
(hanks to a new program aimed at help- 
Ing students choose n career based on 
their interests and abilities. 


The program allows students to "talk" 


to a computer in addition to a counselor, 
to gut information on careers and col- 
leges to prepare for a career. 


The system has been in operation since 


last January at Elk Grove High School 
and is in the process of being installed at 
I Jersey and Arlington high schools. 
Though it's operating only on an experi- 
mental basis, Elk Grove High School offi- 
cials report tremendous interest. 


"IN FEBRUARY. 400 students used 


the computer here," said W!!linm Jack- 
son, career guidance consultant at Elk 
Grove. "In March, 1)00 students used it. 
The computer now runs constantly." 


Students with n career interest can get 


information ranging from salary to job 
requirements. Those who haven't chosen 
a field start by taking a scries of tests to 
determine their Interests and abilities. 


The computer also Is programmed to 


list schools that offer courses necessary 
for a particular career and gives scholar- 
ship information. Jackson said the com- 
puter also can give jobs suitable for 
physically handicapped students. The In- 
formation Is fed into the computer which 
then comes out with the suggestions. 


"It allows counseling at a much higher 


level," Jackson said. The students get 
more data than ever before and when 
they do come in to sec their counselor, 
the session is more beneficial," he 
added. 


JACKSON ESTIMATED that the com- 


puter career program, if approved by the 


board of education when evaluated In 
May, would probably cost jbout $4,000 a 
year per school. "That may sound like a 
lot but it works out to be about $1.25 per 
student," Jackson said. "It's expensive, 
but you can better service the students." 


The schools arc tied by phone line into 


the computer bank which is now at a 
Nilcs high school. Data Is fed Into the 
computer and returned to the school by 
a teletype terminal which the students 
operate.

"The kids use computers in many 


c'.arscs and are used to them, so the oper- 
atln of the computer hasn't been a prob- 
lem," Jackson said. 


Jackson's initial fear that the system, 


which is available for use by any district 
student, would go unnoticed, was quickly 
cased when the rush of students started 
as soon as the computer was installed 
and word got around. 


"It (the computer) sells itself," he 


said. "I sure haven't had to advertise."

IS and has granted an 
casement to the Palatine Park District. 


Besides the apartment building already 


on the property, construction has begun 
on several commercial structures, "all of 
which make it almost impossible to delay 
further development there," McCarthy 
said. 


The village board took no action on the 


Old Madrid matter but decided to appeal 
the judge's refusal to issue an injunction 
blocking Prairie Brook. 


"WE WANT TO go to the higher courts 


for a reverse decision on this matter," 
Village Prcs. Wendell E. Jones said after 
the meeting. "If the zoning was achieved 
fraudulently then the zoning should be 
overthrown and we should go back to 
day one and our R-l (single-family) zon- 
ing." 


McCarthy said the judge, in refusing to 


issue an injunction, said he did not con- 
sider extortion to b« the same as fraud, 
which is the only prerequisite for in- 
vestigating County Board action. 


The village board in February called 


for a federal Investigation into any pos- 
sible role by former village officials in 
the Old Madrid rczoning. The former of- 
ficials characterized the request for on 
investigation as politically motivated and 
last week demanded a public apology.

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Harper near 
closing deal 
for campus

Harper College is completing negotia- 


tions with the Mayo Foundation for a 
second campus in Arlington Heights. 


Arrangements may be worked out 


within two weeks, paving the way for a 
fall referendum to raise funds to pur- 
chase the site at Palatine and Schocn- 
bcck roads. 


Jack Witkowsky, a Chicago real estate 


consultant representing Mayo, said Mon- 
day, "Subject to some flexibility on Har- 
PT'S part, within the next two weeks we 
ought to know whether we've got a deal 
or not." 


The land consists of 140 acres. Harper 


officials have said the college would like 


to purchase SO acres, with the remaining 
land divided by the Arlington Heights 
Park District and the village. 


THE MAYO FOUNDATION, the parent 


organization for the Mayor Clinic in 
Rochester, Mum., received the land 
through a bequest from the former own- 
ers. 


Negotiations have been under way be- 


tween the college and Mayo since De- 
cember, shortly after the college re- 
ceived approval from the Illinois Com- 
munity College Board to begin negotia- 
tions for a second site. 


WILLIAM MANN. Harper vice presi- 


dent, said the college last week made an 
offer for the property and added, "The 
ball is back in their (Mayo's) court. We 
arc into our third offer to them and 
we're anxious to settle." 


Witkowsky said, "We've been into hard 


negotiations with Harper and we think 
we've narrowed the areas of difference 
between us. We would be giving Harper 
an option to buy subject to their referen- 
dum without asking for any money." 


WITKOWSKY said the Mayo Founda- 


tion has been approached by three pri- 
vate buyers, but said, "It's not true that 
Mayo wants to sell to a private buyer. It 
would much rather sec a public use 
made of that land. If we sell to Harper, 
we're going to sell for less than we've 
been offered in the private sector." 


Harper has been pursuing the Arling- 


ton Heights site for more than a year. In 
July, the village board agreed to set 
aside the land on its master plan for edu- 
cation for one year to give the college a 
chance to negotiate with Mayo. 


College officials have said if negotia- 


tions with Mayo arc successful, the col- 
lege probably will hold a referendum in 
the fall. 


College officials have said they plan to 


keep the land vacant until the 1980s when 
college enrollment should be large 
enough to justify the second site. 


The college now has more than 16,000 


full-and part-time students at its Pala- 
tine campus, Algonquin and Rosclle 
roads, with projections of more than 
24,000 students in 1980.

Group to leave Saigon Thursday 
Goldsteins may bring dozen orphans

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with a Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission. 


Norman and Georgia Goldstein, 1052 


Holbrook Ln., arc scheduled to leave Sai- 
gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines 
spokesman confirmed M o n d a y . The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but-the spokesman said 
It Is not yet known how many, if any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 
them. 


However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my impression that they will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'We have word that they 
have been in toucli there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside." 


THE GOLDSTEINS flew to South Viet- 


nam last week hoping to find their 
8-year-old foster child, an orphaned Amc- 
rasian girl, and pledging to bring back 
as many other children as possible. 


The couple was sponsoring the girl, 


named To Oanh, through the Buck Foun-

Wilke-Euclid to get flashing red lights 


Flashing red lights arc being installed 


at the accident-plagued Intersection of 
Wilkc Road and Euclid Avenue. 


The overhead four-way signals will be 


used to alert motorists of the problem 
corner, said Allen J. Sander, Arlington 
Heights village engineer. 


"We've had a problem there for some 


time and it's been getting worse. The 
new lights will give people some advance 
warning of the stop signs," Sander said. 


Police records indicate there have 


been at least 25 accidents at the inter- 
section in the past nine months, including 
six between Jan. 1 and March 28. 


ALTHOUGH VILLAGE and police offi- 


cials have said the intersection qualifies 
for a complete traffic-signal system, one 
is not planned at least for another year. 
The state-installed flashing lights will 


provide some relief until then, Sander 
said. 


The intersection Is probably the busiest 


in the village without signals, Sanders 
said of the four-way stop sign-controlled 
crossing. "The traffic count alone quali- 
fies it for controls," he said earlier. 


He said the flashing signals should 


alert motorists earlier to the crossing. 


Police said the higher speed limits in 


the area arc a major reason for the num- 
ber of accidents there. Motorists cast- 
bound on Euclid at the 50 m.p.h, speed 
limit arc often taken by surprise at the 
stop signs, police said. 


Speed limits on Wilkc Road arc 40 


m.p.h. from the south and 35 m.p.h. from 
the north, both higher than one would 
expect in a residential neighborhood, 
Sander said. 


THE COMMUTER train station, Ar- 


lington Park Hilton and Arlington Park 
Race Track act as traffic generators into 
the intersection. The nearby industrial 
parks and exits from 111. Rtc. 53 also add 
to the number of cars converging on the 
corner. 


Sander said traffic lights arc planned 


for the intersection, but that "the village 
budget has no money for it yet." 


He earlier estimated the cost of tem- 


porary signals at about !>20,000. A per- 
manent system, complete with left-turn 
lanes, could cost up to $200,000, he said.

The couple's efforts could be among 


the last attempting to evacuate children 
from the embattled country as Army 
spokesman in San Francisco announced 
Monday the end to "Operation Babylift." 


"They are closing up shop," the 


spokesman said. "We have no word of 
more flights." 


A total 980 Vietnamese children were 


processed in the evacuation, but critics 
of the airlift program were charging 
Monday that some of the children were 
not orphans but members of wealthy 
Vietnamese families who bribed officials 
to get their children out of the country.

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with a Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission. 


Norman and Georgia Goldstein, 1952 


Holbrook Ln., arc scheduled to leave Sai- 
gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines; 
.spokesman confirmed M o n d a y . The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but the spokesman said 
it is not yet known how many, if any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 
thorn. 


However, in Philadelphia u spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
ubout 10 cliildrcn. 


"U is my impression that the;' will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 


dation said. 'We have word that they 
have been in touch there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside." 


THE GOLDSTEINS flew to South Viet- 


nam last week hoping to find their 
8-year-old foster child, an orphaned Ame- 
rasian girl, and pledging to bring back 
as many other children as possible.

Police fight 
for raises on 
eve of election

Mount Prospect police, still fighting for 


a pay increase, made a last-ditch effort 
Monday to turn the lack of raises into a 
political isrue. 


The leadership of the local Combined 


Counties Police Assn. chapter sent out 
letters, which arrived Monday, to nearly 
oil trustee candidates in today's village 
election. The letter criticizes the village's 
stand against pay raises and questions 
several recent village expenditures. 


The letter also states, "CCPA press re- 


leases have been edited by the adminis- 
tration, resulting in our message not 
•being published." Village Mgr. Robert J. 
Eppley said Monday he never has re- 
ceived any CCPA press releases and, if 
he had, "I certainly wouldn't censor 
them." 


Seven candidates contacted Monday 


said they had received copies of the let- 
ter, two said they had not and two could 
not be reached. The three village board 
members who are not running this year 
did not receive copies of the letter. 


The policemen have asked to appear 


April 22 before the village board to pre- 
sent their request for raises publicly. 


IN ANOTHER MATTER related to the 


question of police raises, a village ne- 
gotiator in the police contract talks has 
denied a union charge that the village is 
attempting to eliminate the union by not 
negotiating. 


"I haven't heard a single word that 


anyone's trying to run over the union," 
said Bernard Lee, a member of the vil- 
lage's negotiating team. 


"We have said we will meet with them 


(police) at any time and any place," said 
Lee, dismissing union charges that an ef- 
fort is being mounted to prevent a con- 
tract and therefore to eliminate the 
union. 


Patrolman Jack Gniot, president of the 


local Combined Counties Police Assn. 
chapter, Thursday said he was con- 


cerned with the lack of effort by the vil- 
lage to reach a settlement with the po- 
licemen. 


"They (village officials' seem to feel if 


they hide their heads, there will be no 
contract and the union will go away," 
Gniot said. "The union is here. It is go- 
ing to stay here." 


WHILE NO DECISION has been made, 


Gniot said the union's members have dis- 
cussed the possibility of refusing to work 
without a conract. "There's some very 
strong feelings on the matter," he said. 


Gniot said he feared that if the police- 


men's contract is allowed to expire April 
30 without a new contract or a renewal of 
the old contract, the policemen would 
lose the existing grievance procedures, 
vacation schedules, definitions of over- 
time and other items written into the 
current contract. 


"It looks like they're trying to elimi- 


nate the contract we have," Gniot said. 
"They have the idea once the contract 
runs out they can make any changes 
they want as there will be nothing to gov- 
ern any changes they make. I think they 
are going to run rampant over us. They 
could cut vacation. They could cut p^y. 
They could cut anything they want." 


Lea said, "I'm sure an extension of the

Goldstein Viet nam orphan brood may include a dozen

As many as a dozen refugee children 


from South Vietnam may be bound for 
the United States this week with a Hoff- 
man Estates couple attempting their own 
Southeast Asian rescue mission.

gon Thursday, a Pan American Airlines 
spokesman confirmed M o n d a y . The 
couple has reserved passage on the air- 
line's flight scheduled to leave Saigon at 
noon Thursday, but the spokesman said 
It is not yet known How many, If any, 
children may be aboard the flight with 


them. 


However, in Philadelphia a spokesman 


for the Pearl S. Buck Foundation, the 
agency sponsoring Vietnamese orphans, 
said the couple is expected to bring 
about 10 children. 


"It is my Impression that they will be 


returning shortly with about 10 chil- 
dren," Lilian Wolfson of the Buck Foun- 
dation said. 'We have word that they 
havo been in touch there (with the Buck 
Foundation's Saigon office,) but we have 
not heard from them stateside." 


THE GOLDSTEINS flew to South Viet- 


nam last week hoping to find their 


8-year-old foster child, an orphaned Ame- 
raslan girl, and pledging to bring back 
as many other children as possible. 


The couple was sponsoring the girl, 


named To Oanh, through the Buck Foun- 
dation, although the organization is not 
sponsoring the Goldsteins' current ven- 
ture. 


The Goldsteins left O'Harc Airport last 


Tuesday after receiving pledges of thou- 
sands of dollars from persons hearing of 
their effort. Prospective adoptive par- 
ents, hoping to obtain an orphan, also 
contacted the couple before their depar- 
ture. 


THEIR RETURN flight, which the 


couple feared last week had been put off 
until April 22, was assured for Thursday, 
the Pan Am spokesman said Monday. 


The flight Is scheduled to arrive in San 


Francisco late Thursday. American Air- 
lines spokesman Art Jackson said the 
Goldsteins have reservations with Ameri- 
can to arrive in Chicago early Friday. 


Jackson said Information available 


Monday did not list children who might 
be flying with the couple to Chicago, but 
said more Information likely would be 
available later in the week. 


The couple's efforts could be among 


the last attempting to evacuate children 
from the embattled country as Army 
spokesman in San Francisco announced 
Monday the end to "Operation Babyllft." 


"They arc closing up shop," the 


spokesman said. "We have no word of 
more flights." 


A totol 980 Vietnamese children were 


processed in the evacuation, but critics 
of the airlift program were charging 
Monday that some of the children were 
not orphans but members of wealthy 
Vietnamese families who bribed officials 
to get their children out of the country.

Wilke-Euclid to get flashing red lights 


Flashing red lights arc being installed 


nt the accident-plagued intersection of 
Wilkc Itoad and Euclid Avenue. 


The overhead four-way signals will be 


used to alert motorists of the problem 
comer, said Allen J. Sander, Arlington 
Heights village engineer. 


"We've had a problem there for some 


tlmo and it's been getting worse. The 
new lights will give people some advance 
warning of the stop signs," Sander said. 


Police records Indicate there havo 


been at least 25 accidents at the Inter- 
section In the post nine months, including 
six between Jan. 1 and March 23. 


ALTHOUGH VILLAGE and police offi- 


cials have said the Intersection qualifies 
for a complete traffic-signal system, one 
Is not planned at least for another year. 
The statt-ln.-tallcd flashing lights will 
provide some relict until then, Sander 
said. 


The Intersection Is probably the busiest 


In the village without signals, Sanders 
said of the four-way stop sign-controlled 
crossing. "The traffic count alone quali- 
fies It for controls," he sold earlier. 


Ho said the flashing signals should 


alert motorists earlier to the crossing. 


Police said the higher speed limits In 


the area are a major reason for the num- 
ber of accidents there. Motorists east- 


bound on Euclid at the 50 m.p.h. speed 


limit arc often taken by surprise at the 
stop signs, police said. 


Speed limits on Wilkc Road arc 40 


m.p.h. from the south and 35 m.p.h. from 
the north, both higher than one would 
expect In a residential neighborhood, 
Sander said. 


THE COMMUTER train station, Ar- 


lington Park Hilton and Arlington Park 
Race Track act as traffic generators into 
the Intersection. The nearby Industrial 
parks and exits from III. ntc. 53 also odd 
to the number of cars converging on the 
corner. 


Sander said traffic lights arc planned 


for the Intersection, but that "the village 
budget has no money for It yet." 


He earlier estimated the cost of tem- 


porary signals nt about $20,000. A per- 
manent system, complete with left-turn 
lanes, could cost up to $200,000, he said. 


FEDERAL AND STATE assistance Is 


being sought to help with the crossing. 
The new Federal Aid to Urban Systems 
program would underwrite about 70 per 
cent of the cost of a permanent signal, 
but would take longer than would state 
aid, Sander sold. 


The federal program Is designed to 


deal with a "traffic system," rather than 
Isolated trouble spots, he said.

dy to the Wilke-Euclid problem would 
most likely mean reconstruction of the 
corners to permit turning lanes in addi- 
tion to widening Wilkc between Euclid 
and Kirchoff Road, Sander said. 


He said Rolling Meadows may be seek- 


ing some federal funds for the widening 
of Wilkc Road through the city.

and the high school was turned down 
flatly after it was reviewed. The spokes- 
man said the powwow, which has been 
conducted the past two years at Camp 
Dan Beard near Wheeling, will be sched- 
uled again at that location rather than 
DCS Plaines. 


THE SPOKESMAN said the Mascou- 


tins will offer the city a one-day powwow 
that will be a much scaled-down event 
from the original proposal. The revised 
event would be about one-third the size 
of the original plan, attracting only about 
200 participants rather than 800 to 1,000. 


David Wolf, chairman of the Bicenten- 


nial Commission, said he was unaware o£ 
the Mascoutins' decision and upset by it. 


"I'm very disappointed at the turn of 


events," Wolf said Monday. "If everyone 
had pitched in and cooperated it could 
have been a success. We could have 
learned so much by understanding and 
observing another segment of our cul- 
ture." 


Wolf .said he has not given up on hav- 


ing some type of presentation from Uie 
Mascoutins tliis summer. "I'm not will- 
ing to say that all is lost and I'll still 
work on it." 


Wolf said the restrictions imposed on 


the Mnscoutins by officials from High 
School Dist. 207 were the deciding factor 
in the decision to turn down the contract. 
He cited the reduction in the proposed 
number of campers to be allowed on the 
grounds reduced from 800 to 300 as a sig- 
nificant factor in the Mascoutms' deci- 


sion. 


Richard Short, superintendent of Dist. 


207, said Monday the high school was con 
cerned about who would be responsible 
for its building during the powwow. He 
said the agreement worked out in con- 
junction with the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion and the Mascoutins was not the 
same one presented to the city council 
last week. 


Short said James Coburn, Maine West 


principal, rewrote the contract in the 
terms school officials felt were discussed 
at meetings between city and Mascoutin 
officials. 


"Until such time that the school dis- 


trict is convinced that the parties respon- 
sible for the powwow have made all he 
adequate provisions, we don't see any 
basis for an agreement," Short said. He 
said that what was proposed to the Mas- 
coutins was normal building-use policy. 


"The school district is interested in 


whatever is good for the community, but 
whether our outdoor facilities are the 
best place for an overnight camp is 
something else," Short said. 


Short said the contract is being re- 


viewed by the school district's attorney 
and no action is expected before a report 
from the attorney is completed. 


"We are as interested or more inter- 


ested in good learning," Short said, "but 
we have to be concerned about public 
facilities. The buildings belong to the pub- 
lic and the superintendent and the board 
have to act as their supervisors."
